Only  tour  teachers  svwr*  nboesst, 
sad  three  of  those  sent  satisfactory  expose*, 
Four  days  and  eveninga  were  occupied  in 
the  axeretta*.  With  one  exception  the 
trustees  of  the  various  districts  made  |no
